G. S. R. 425 (E).—In exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub-section (1) of section 4 of the Sugar 
Export Promotion Act, 1958 (30 of 1958) the Central 
Government hereby further permits 1,25,000 tonnes of 
sugar for export out of production of sugar season 1995-96 
(October—September). 

This quantity of sugar will be exported by Indian 
Sugar and General Industry Export Import Corporation Ltd., 
(ISGIEIC) which has been notified as a Export Agency vide 
Notification No. G. S. R. 935 (E) dated 7-12-1990. 

The Export Agency shall submit to the Government the 
details of purchase as well as of sale of sugar on the same 
day, the sale or purchase transaction is finalised. 

The Export Agency would abide by the provisions of 
Sugar Export Promotion Act, 1958 and the Sugar Export Pro¬ 
motion Rules, 1973 and the directions issued by the Govern¬ 
ment in this regard from time to time. 
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
